2. Mr. Charles Parker, Bureau of the Budget, called to advise 
that the general Executive Order pertaining te the Goverument Employess 
Training Act has been signed (EO 10809). He added that the Justice 
Department was making miner changes in the introductions te car Order, 
but he was confident that these would not change the substance of the 
Order in any respect. In addition, certain typegraphical errors were 
made ia the general Order and they are being corrected in aur directive.
